During periods of excessive heat 


when work horses ill tile itelds, or

Seeing that affected horses are usually 
those tliat are sick or "soft" every 
possible means should be taken to 
prevent indigestion and fit the animal 
to withstand labor in hot weather. 
lors.es under live years of age are 
nore apt to suffer than seasoned, 
idult animals: hence .should be work- 
ed lightly during hot weather, as 
should new purchases and horses be- 
,11}; acclimated in a new 
location. 


Indigestion, the common forerunner 
of sunstroke, is indicated by dullness, 
sluggishness, thick urine, panting at 
light labor, sweating in stable and 
the changeable character of the man- 
ure which is normal some days and 
again clay-colored, mucous-covered or 
an undigested, offensive mass. 
When 


so affected it is extremely dangerous 
to work the animal in 
extra hot

OPi THK BRIDGE. 


Some Very Apparent Progress Made Durinu 


the Past Week. 


Tiie bridge builders have made some 


very apparent progress during the 
past week, the upper work on the east 
span having been entirely torn down 
so that there is nothing above the 
roadway except the railing on the 
sides. 


It has begun to dawn very strongly 


on the people about the city that it 
would have been much better to have 
lad an entirely new bridge, and thus 
jet a structure more modern, with 
more piers underneath, and one which 
could have handled the traffic much 
more easily. 


Some of the timbers taken out of 


the east span 
were 
comparatively 


sound, while others were so rotten that 
it is a wonder that they stood the 
strain at all. 


The new bridge will be somewhat 


higher than the old one, instead^of 
lower, as was reported at first. The 
construction will be about the same, 
and the upper work will tower into the 
sky the same as before, the difference 
being that it will be of steel instead of 
wood. 
The only way in which the 


capacity of the bridge will be increased 
will be in the walkways, which will be 
seven feet wide. 


The immense amount of traffic that

heretofore, as the 


blocking of the roadway for a few 
minutes causes the streets at both 
ends to be literally tilled with teams.

out 51600 for furs brought to him. 
Bear skins bring the most money, vary- 
ing from 53 to 320 eacli; fox average S3 
each; otter are now very scarce in this 
vicinity and sell for 56 to 512; mink 51 
to 53; coon 50 cents to S2.50 skunk about 
60 cents; musk rat S to IS cents.—Marsh- 
field News.

Bv v'rtue of new game laws a farmer 


can hunt on his own land without a li- 
cense. 
Spring shooting of duck, geese 


and snipe is also allowed between April 
15 and May 1. Thus important con; 
cessions are made to sportsmen, but the 
provision forbidding the sale of game 
is expected to do more towards its pre- 
servation than 50 
game 
wardens. 


Rabbits and squirrels can be sold and 
can be shipped unaccompanied by the 
owner. 


The law forbidding the huntinpof 


rabbits by ferrets is also repealed. Bv 
the present law a hunter can carry SO 
aquatic fowls or 25 upland game birds 
or two deer, but he must accompany 
them and cannot sell them.

Many shade trees in Watertown are 


afflicted with a pest called the cotton 
scale. A close inspection of any ma- 
ple tree will show small patches of 
what is apparently cotton on the un- 
der side of the smaller limbs.

Cheshire. 
Kldor l.eland and most of 


the other people of the town were ar- 
dent admirers of Thomas Jefferson, 
and when he vtas clecled prosiiloul of 
the United Slates their joy was uil- 
boundril. It was finally ilecidi-d that 
it would be proper to give to their es- 
teem a tangible expression in ihe form 
of a mammoth cheese, which should 
show to the president the quality of 
their material resources and something 
of tin- extent of their admiration for i 
him.

Timely Advice that Should be Heeded by Far- 


tnsrs and Others. 


During1 periods of excessive 
heat 


when work horses in the fields or 
upon the streets are liable to suffer 
from sunstroke 
or 
"overheating" 


much may be done by the owner to 
lessen the likelihood -of an attack. 
Seeing1 that affected horses are usually 
those that are sick or "soft" every 
possible means should be taken to 
prevent indigestion and fit the animal 
to withstand labor in hot weather. 
Horses under five years of ag-e are 
more apt to suffer than 
seasoned, 


adult animals; hence should be work- 
ed lightly during- hot 
weather, as 


should new purchases and horses be- 
ing acclimated in a new location. 
Indigestion, the common forerunner 
of sunstroke, is indicated by dullness, 
sluggishness, thick urine, panting at 
light labor, sweating in stable and 
the changeable character of the man- 
ure which is normal some days and 
again clay-colored, mucous-covered or 
an undigested, offensive mass. When 
so affected it is extremely dangerous 
to work the animal in

Some Very Apparent Progress Made During

span having- been entirely torn down 
so that there is nothing above the 
roadway except the railing on the 
sides.

capacity of the bridge will be increased 
will be "in the walkways, which will be 
seven feet wide. 


The immense amount of traffic that 


crosses the bridge can now be better 
appreciated 
than 
heretofore, as the 


blocking of the roadway for a few- 
minutes causes the streets at both 
ends to be literally filled with teams.

country, many of n-hich have had al 
the revolting features of the old time 
Indian tortures. 


It has often been stated that any- 


thing can be proven by statistics that 
the statistician makes up his mind to 
prove, and this is probably one of them 
but there are a few things that do not 
fit together as nicely as the English- 
man -would have us believe. 


To begin with, the American Indian 


did not have a particularly long nar- 
row face. In fact his tendency was 
rather the other way. Especially the 
great chiefs who were noted for their 
cruelty were generally a wide-faced, 
rather a 
pumpkin-headed lot, 
the 


same shape that designates a cruel, 
conscienceless man in any walk of 
life, -whether he be a sayage or a so- 
called civilized being. 


One may look over the pictures in a 


rogue's gallery where there is a good 
assortment and pick out a series of 
photographs that will uphold almos 
any statement that is desired. The> 
may all be murderers, too, but the 
motives that prompted the murder 
may have so thoroughly predominat- 
ed the mere fact of killing, and been 
so utterly different, that there would 
"be no feature of resemblance between 
a certain lot 
that could be selected. 


As to the epidemic of lynching that 


has swept over the country, that has 
no particular bearing on the case. 
All kinds of epidemics prevail at 
different times a.nd scientists have 
spent much time in trying to tell the 
•why and wherefore of the matter. 
About five yed.rs ago there seemed to 
be an epidemic of family murders; 
men who would kill 
their 
whole 


families and then t hemselves. There 
have been epidem ics of suicide. At 
one time it became so bad in England 
that rigid laws were passed and the 
bodies of self-murderers were exhibit- 
ed in the streets in 
a mutilated 


condition, done in the effort to stop 
the practice, probably on account of 
the material having become exhaust- 
ed. 


There are a lot of savages in every 


civilized country, a lot more who are 
passive, and stiil others who under 
certain circumstances can be wrought 
up to a state of frenzy by some un- 
usual occurrence. Couple to 
these 


conditions the fact that lynchings are 
pretty generally overlooked by the 
authorities, either thru fear, political 
reasons, or apathy, and you have 
some very favorable conditions for an 
epidemic of this sort. 


Should the members of a few of 


these lynching parties be arrested 
and given the limit of the law, 
the 


custom would soon go out of vogue- 
Very few murders are committed in 
broad daylight in the public street, 
which shows 
that 
the 
murderer 


generally believes that he can conceal 
his crime and thus escape'punishment, 
-which is sometimes the case. 


To go back to the case of the In- 


dian: It is a question whether the 
Indian in his wild state was any more 
savage than some of his civilized 
brethren in the old country about the 
time America was 
discovered. In 


fact we rather think the balance was 
in favor of the Indian until he had 
been driven from his hunting grounds 
by the white settlers, when he found 
himself between two fires, the white 
colonists on one side, and a tribe of 
Indians on the other who looked upon 
him as an enemy because he was en- 
croaching on hunting grounds that 
common agreement had settled as 
belonging to somebody else. Was it 
any wonder he became a murderous 
savage? The natives of any county 
of the world would become murderers 
under the same 
conditions. That

Bishop Katzer was born in Ebensee, 


Austria, on Feb. 7, 1844, his parents 
being well to do. He came to America 
in 1864 and continued his education at 
the Benedictine college at St. Vincent, 
Pa. 
He was ordained to the priest- 


hood on Dec. 21. 1S66. He was distin- 
guished as a linguist, mathmatician, 
philosopher and theologist, poet, dra- 
matist and authority on canon law 


In 1875 Father Katzer was called to 


Green Bay to become -pastor of the 
cathedral and vicar general of the dio- 
cese, and succeeded to the bishopric 
of the diocese on the death of Bishop 
Krautbauer, 
receiving his consecra- 


tion on Sept, 21, 1886. 


It is thought by many that Bishop 


Messmer of Green Bay will be the next 
arch-bishop, as he is the senior bishop 
of the arch-diocese and a churchman 
who has attracted wide attention.

We heartily endorse the 
careful, 


conscientious, and judicious work of 
the Tax Commission, as shown by its 
reports and recommendations to the 
last legisture, and give assurance of 
support in the advancement to com- 
pletion of its difficult task. We renew 
the demands of the party for the en- 
actment of such laws as may be neces- 
sary to compel each individual and 
every corporation transacting busi- 
ness within the state, to bear a justly 
proportionate share of the burdens of 
taxation. To the immediate accom- 
plishment of this end the Republican 
party of Wisconsin stands pledged. 


The work of reform was turned over 


to a tax commission of LaFollette's 
own creation; a legislature of his own 
chosing was elected. Now what was 
the result? A tax law was passed pur- 
porting to be a cure-all for the op- 
pressed taxpayer. It was an old Mass- 
achusetts law of twenty years ago 
transplanted into Wisconsin. 
The 
State'Tax Commission in a report pub- 
lished in the Free Press on June 18 
says: 
"In respect 
to the chief 
objects 


sought to be obtained, andjthe methods 
of accomplishment, the two statutes 
are practically identical. * * It may be 
fairly claimed, therefore, that the Wis- 
consin act is virtually an adoption of 
the Massachusetts statute." 


This is from an official report by a 


commission of LaFollette's friends. 
They adopted a law as a fulfillment of 
promises to the oppressed taxpayers. 
The Governor and his half breeds as- 
sembly had ample time to learn of its 
workings. The brilliant array of law- 
yers that sat in the councils of La- 
Follette had access to the decision of 
courts on that law. 
It was their busi- 


ness, if they wanted to carry out their 
promises to mortgagors and other over 
taxed voters of the state, to find out 
if the law they adopted had fulfilled its 
purpose. In 1883 the Supreme court of 
Massachusetts had passed upon that 
law. The case was one in which a 
land under these statutes! 
mortgagor sued for a release. He had 
complied with the provisions of the 
law, leaving a portion of the taxes to 
be paid by the motgagee, as provided 
for in the Massachusetts law. Here is 
the substance of the supreme court de- 
cision handed down by chief Justice 
Morton: 
"If a mortgagor, since the passage of 


the statute, chooses to stipulate, as one 
of the conditions of his mortgage, that 
he will pay all taxes upon the land, it 
would include taxes levied upon the

SUCCESSFUL SOLAR MOTOR 


California Farm Irrigated With Wa- 


ter Drawn by Sim Power. 


Many atte.upts have been made at 


various times to use solar heat as a 
source of power. 


At last a practical solution of the 


problem seems to have been reached. 
There has been set up on Kdwin Caws- 
ton's ostrich farm at Pasadijua, Cal., 
a contrivance which performs its work 
regularly and with certainty. 
From 


one hour and a half after sunrise to 
half mi hour In-fore sunset it drives a 
ten horse jK>wer engine, raising 1.40O 
gallons of water twelve feet per min- j 
ute. This is enough to irrigate about J 
500 acres of deciduous trees or 300 
acres planted with orange trees. 


The solar motor is in shape like a 


section of a huge umbrella of very 
substantial construction, having a di- 
ameter of thirty-three feet at its wid- 
est part and of fifteen feet at its 
narrowest. The whole inside surface is 
covered with mirrors, each 2 feet long 
by 3Vj inches wide. Nearly 2,000 of 
these long, narrow mirrors catch the 
sun's rays and reflect their heat upon 
a slim boiler just where the handle of 
the umbrella would be. 


The boiler is thirteen and a half feet 


long and holds 100 gallons of water. 
When the concentrated heat from the 
mirrors is focused on it it soon be- 
comes so hot that a stick held against 
it smokes and bursts into flame. In 
about an hour steam is generated and 
is conveyed from the head of the boil- 
er through a flexible metal pipe to the 
cylinder of the steam engine, being 
thereafter used in the ordinary man- 
ner.
